SEOUL, July 11 (UP) — The 
United Nations, mounting its big- 
gest air offensive of the war, sent 
$50 planes today against “yong- 
vang, the battered capital of North 
Korea, 
sault on Communist supply 
centrations. 

Three waves of Allied planes 
yoared over Pyongyang beginning 
at 10 a.m. (9 p.m. St. Louis time 
Thursday), sending bambs, Nna-' 
palm, rockets and machine gun 
bullets crashing into the Red sup- 
niy center. 

The Allied planes also bombed 
the strategic Sariwon-Hwangju | 
yoad south of the North Korean | 
capital, near Korea’s west coast. 

By 5:30 p.m. (4:30 a.m. St. 
Louis time), when the third wave 
attacked, the U.N. planes had 
flown more than 1850 sapties. 
Factories and Troops Attacked. 

Hundreds of planes from the 
Fifth Air Force, American and 
British aircraft carriers, the 
South African Air Force, the 
Royal Australian Air Forse and 
the Republic of Korea air force 
swept the target in relaye 

The planes picked out rubber 
factories, ammunition factcries 
and dumps, truck and tank repair 
shops, military headquarters of 
both the North Koreans and -he 
Chinese. supply installations and 
troop billets. 

The raid followed the Allied 
pattern set earlier in the war 
of lettings the Communists pile 
up supplies unhampered, then 
knocking them off in a gigantic 
hammer blow delivered without 
warning. 

While the Allied bombers were 
making for the choice targets 
which had been allowed to fatten, 
more than 100 American F-86 | 
Sabre jets and Australian Meteor | 
jets flew protective cover. 

Twelve enemy MIG-15 
flew down from Manchuria in an 
attempt to intercept the raid- 
ers. Eight Sabre jets pounced on | 
them at 37,000 feet, damaging one. 

Three Separate Attacks. . 

In the first wave, the Allies | 
dropped 240 tens of bombs, fired 
more than 600 rockets and shot 
45.000 rounds of 50- caliber’ and 
©0-millimeter ammunition at 
every military target in Pyong- 
yang and along the Sariwon road. 

At 1:30 p.m., a second wave 
of 250 planes- raked the same 
smouldermg, burning and explod- | 
ing targets with another fire raid. 
This time they picked out peri- 
meter targets’ as well, targets 
long marked for destruction on

WASHINGTON, July 11—The 
Westera Big Three have told the 
Soviet Union in effect to put up 
or shut up on the question of a 
German peace settlement. 

In identical notes delivered in 
Moscow yesterday, the United 
States, Britain and France of- 
fered to meet with the Russians 
to discuss methods for taking the 
first steps toward a German set- 
tlement. If the Soviet Union 
really wants peace with Germany, 
as they are forever saying they 
do, they will agree to the Allied 
proposal, the Big Three said. If 
the Russians reject the proposal, 
they will thereby demonstrate 
that they do not, in fact, want a 
German settlement at all, and 
are only bluffing when they say 
they do, the Western Allies im- 
plied. 

A German peace can be nego- 
tiated only with a truly repre- 
sentative national German gov- 
ernment, the Western Allies de- 
clared in their notes, and a truly 
representative government can be 
set up only on the basis of tmly 
free elections throughout the 
Reich. 

Impartial Inquiry Sought.

But the Big 
Three do not insist on this, they 
said, and are prepared to con- 
sider other means of carrying out 
the investigation.

NEW YORK, July 11 — Glen

What aroused the city was the 
filing, on Tuesday, of a quit-

They will not, however, meet 
with the Soviets to discuss any 
further aspects of a German peace 
settlement, as Moscow is insisting 
they must do. Theer is no point 
in discussing other phases of the 
settlement unless and until it is 
first determined whether free 
elections are possible in all parts 
of Germany. | 

“The United States Governmeht 
maintains its position on this 
question, namely, that an all-Ger- 
man Government must participate 
in the negotiation of a peace 
treaty, and that, therefore, before 
undertaking such negotiations 
Germany must be unified and an 
all-German government estab- 
lished,” the American note to 
Moscow yesterday declared. 

“Unification of Germany can be 
achieved only through free elec- 
tions. 

‘Essential First Step.’ 

“The essential first step is ob- 
viously the determination that 
conditions necessary for such free 
elections exist. The second step 
would be the holding of those 
elections.”

Three have now proposed would 
be to seek agreement “on the 
first questions which must be 
settled if further progress is to 
be made, namely, the composition 
and functions of the commission 
of investigation to determine 
whether the conditions necessary 
for free elections exist,” the 
American note added. 

“The United States Govern- 


ment proposes that the represen- | pmmmennnmennnnn 


tatives (of the four powers) dis- 
cuss: 

“A. The selection of members 
of the commission in such a way 
as to insure its impartiality. 

“B. The functions of the com- 
mission with a view to insuring: 
its complete independence to 
make recommendations to the 
four powers. 

“C, The authority of the com- 
mission to carry out its investi- 
gation in full freedom and with- 
out interference.” 

The kind of a meeting which 
the Big Three have in mind 
would be attended by subordinate 
officials below the rank of for- 
eign minister, although the Allies 
did not say this explicitly in their 


notes. 
Reversal by West. 

The United States, Britain and 
France have reversed their pre- 
vious position in agreeing to a 
Big Four meeting now on Ger- 
many, 

They have insisted hitherto that 
they would attend such a meeting 
only if and after an impartial 
commission had investigated elec- 
toral conditions throughout Ger- 
many and was ready to report 
its findings. : 

The Allies have now waived 
this condition for a meeting. They 
have done so because public opin- 
ion in France and Britain has 
insisted upon their doing so. 

The Big Three governments still 
think that a meeting with the 
Soviets under present circum- 
stances can be only a waste of 
time at best and may do consider- 
able harm. They fear that it 
could rouse false hopes of a set- 
tlement, that it might seem to 
indicate that they are yielding to 
Soviet threats and thereby be- 
traying both weakness and. in- 
consistency, and that it might de- 
lay German ratification of the 
new “peace contract” with Bonn, 
the European Defense Commun- 
ity agreement and the North At- 
lantic Treaty amendment extend-

CHICAGO, July 11 (UP)— 
Michigan's 46-member Republican 


convention delegation today threw . 


most of its@weight behind Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for the 
presidential nomination. 

After an early morning caucus 
which gave Eisenhower 34 votes 
and Senator Robert A. Taft 12, 
the Michigan delegation went to 
the convention today and voted 35 
for Eisenhower and 11 for Taft 
in the balloting for the nomina- 
tion. 

The closed-door caucus was held 
just after Arthur E. Summerfield, 
Michigan national committeeman, 
announced he would back Eisen- 
hower. 

Summerfield’s announcement of 
his personal support for Eisen- 
hower came as the floor demon- 
stration for the general began. 

Summerfield grasped a “‘Michi- 
gan likes Ike” placard and joined 
the Eisenhower march. Earlier, 
the Michigan standard had been 
carried in the Taft demonstration 
by Senator Homer Ferguson, who 
announced that he was one of the 
12 pro-Taft members of the Michi- 


_ gan bloc. 


“The Michigan delegation cau- 
cus expressed a general desire 
that Eisenhower lead the party 
ticket. in November,’ Summer- 
field said. “The delegates tried to 
express the sentiment of their 
people back home.” 

Summerfield kept his own dec- 
laration of support for Ejisen- 
hower until, almost the last 
minute. Summerfield’s timing was 
regarded as a strategic move to 
head off any late-developing “Stop 
Ike” movement.

The swift years since have seen 
him direct the Allied drive that 
defeated Germany and Italy, head 
Columbia University, and finally 
command the armies being built 
in partnership with European 
Allies to defend against the threat 
of Communist aggression. 

He gave up that command and 
returned home only last June for 
a fast-moving campaign that 
finally overtook Taft. 

ror Taft, the defeat is a bitter 
end to his third real try for the 
nomination. 

Now 62, he has said he would 
not try again—and so with this 
decision here his dream of fol- 
lowing his father, President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, to the White 
House is destroyed. 

“Bob” Taft was already a power 
in the Senate when Eisenhower 
was just one of many younger of- 
ficers in the Army. 


Taft's name went as a favorite 
son before the 1936 G.O.P. con- 
vention. He sought the nomination 
in 1940, and was licked to the 
roaring calls of “We Want Will- 
kie.”

Eisenhower’s Michigan total 
jumped from six to 34 after Na- 
tional Committeeman Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced he was 
swing to the General. An addi- 
tional delegate voted for him in 
the actual balloting. 

As a side issue of the presi- 
dential battle, the Republican 
national committee will meet to- 
morrow to reorganize and select 
its chairman. 

A victory in November for the 
nominee could bring his national 
chairman into the Cabinet as 
Postmaster General. 


Even the Socialists, chief domes- 
tic opposition to Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer’s government and 
of the German rearmament, 
joined in the “ayes.” 

With Parliament soon to recess 
for the rest of the summer, no 
final ratification vote on the two 
treaties can come before fall. 
Adenauer’s pro-Western policy 
still may have trouble then, since 
last night’s vote does not bind 
the Socialists also to vote for 
ratification of the pacts. 

The Socialists, who are against 
any rearmament, apparently are 
resting their hopes of blocking 
the treaties on a suit before the 
federal constitutional court, They 
are challenging there the con- 
stitutionality of Adenauer’s plans 
‘to recruit about a half million 
West German troops for the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community. 

The vote came after Adenauer 
called on Parliament and the peo- 
ple to save the peace in Europe 
by lining up in armed alliance 
with the West to defend the free 
world against Communist aggres- 
sion. 

“I want peace with Russia, but 
I also want freedom for the 18, 
000,000 people in the (Commu- 
nist-ruled) east zone,” he _ said, 
“We in West Germany are the 
only hope for these people.” 

Although the final decision will 
not come until fall, observers 
said Adenauer had solidified a 
majority of Parliament behind his 
program through his speeches in 
the two-day debate.

ELLIOTT TO SEEK 
REVISION OF STATE 
FIREWORKS LAWS 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (UP)—At- 
torney General Ivan A. Elliott says 
he will ask the 1953 Legislature to 
overhaul the state fireworks law 
which caused confusion among 
state legal authorities on July 4. 
Elliott attributed the confusion 
to the fact that two fireworks 
laws are on the state statutes, one 
knocking out parts of the other. 

He said some fireworks distrib- 
utors used the old 1935 law to 
convince merchants they could 
sell firecrackers of a certain size. 
Elliott said the 1941 fireworks act 
specifically barred retail sale of 
fireworks, including all firecrack- 
ers, excepting such items as 
sparklers. 

The 1941 law specifically pro- 
hibits sale of blank cartridges, toy 
cannons with explosives, hot air 
balloons, firecrackers, torpedoes, 
skyrockets and Roman candles. 
While this law repeals any pre- 
vious inconsistent provisions, it 
did not repeal all the 1935 law. 

“In view of this,” Elliott said, 
“T intend to suggest to the Gover- 
nor before the next legislature 
convenes that he ask the General 
Assembly to eliminate the appar- 
ent confusion.” 


U.S., BRITAIN, FRANCE TO CUT 
YUGOSLAVIAN AID NEXT YEAR 


BELGRADE, July 11 (UP) — 
The United States, Britain and 
France have informed Yugoslavia 
officially that their aid program 
fot the next fiscal year would be 
substantially reduced, 
Ambassadors of the three coun- 
tries handed a long-delayed aide 
memoire to Yugoslav Foreign 
Minister Leo Mates yesterday at 
the summer capital at Bled.

Behind him, blocking all roads 
in the area, were 60 state police 
with orders from Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams to see that the law was 
enforced and to prevent blood- 
shed. 

The 20-car raiding party appar- 
ently caught the farmers, battlers 
in a 17-year-old insurance fight, 
by surprise. 

While some 20 newspaper men 
watched and photographers flash- 
ed pictures, the raiders forced 
their way into the home and 
carried out the furniture. 

Mrs. Stevens, sitting tensely in 
her living room, told the sheriff, 
“You leave this house. It is my 
home. This is my country and 
I am an American.” 

The raid climaxed months of 
legal maneuvering in which many 
state officials, including Gov. 
Williams, had tried to get the 
dispute settled without resort to 
force. Two previously scheduled 
raids were called off te permit 
further negotiations. 

The bitter fight grew out of: 
the failure in 1935 of the Lapeer 
Farmers Mutual Fire Insurance 
Association. 

Mrs. Stevens, 60-year-old moth- 
er of nine children, lost title to 
the farm four years ago when 
she refused to pay a $172 assess- 
ment due to cover liabilities of 
the association. 

Mrs. Grace White, Lapeer at- 
torney, bought the property at a 
sheriff's auction for $500 and de- 
manded the widow’s eviction after 
failing to reach agreement with 
her. 

Mrs. Stevens, in turn, along 
with the 50-odd members of a 
farmers’ committee battling the 
assessment in the case, - has 
claimed she never signed papers 
to become a member of the asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. White, besides purchasing 
the title to the Stevens farm, also 
bought for $13,500 the title to 
the 240-acre farm owned by the 
Ziegenhardt brothers—Paul and 
Chris. . In March 1950, a former 
sheriff evicted the Ziegenhardt 
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brothers, only to have them move 
back the same night and oust the 
new tenants. 

The Ziegenhardt’s also had re- 
fused to pay an assessment of 
$292. Since then, the farm has 
gained fame as “Fort  Ziegen- 
hardt.” On its front lawn ‘stands 
a big sandbag fortress with large 
signs stating the farmers’ case 
against the association.

Bell to Appeal Order 
Which Holds Hike 
Granted by Court Or- 
der Is Unjust. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 11 (UP) 
—Indiana Bell Telephone Co. said 
today it will appeal an Indiana 


Public Service Commission order 
cutting subscribers’ total bill $4,- 
686.681 a year. 

The commission ruled yesterday 
that an increase granted by the 
Marion circuit\ court of $7,449,- 
691 was unjust and cut $1,912,166 
from the increase. By adding 
taxes, ‘the over-all savings to some 
600,000 Bell customers in 80 In- 
diana communities is raised to 
the higher figure. 

Harry S. Hanna, president of 
Indiana Bell, said that “any re- 
duction in telephone rates is un- 
justified under present  infla- 
tionary conditions. “We will have 
no alternative but to take the 
case to court.” 

The commission approved Bell’s 
toll. rates, miscellaneous charges 
and 10-cent coin-box charges, but 
its order reduced local telephone 
charges roughly 15 per cent— 
most resident reductions ranging 
from 46 cents to $1.04 a month 
and business, 98 cents to $2.71. 

The order was scheduled to be- 

come effective July 21. However, 
under Indiana law, current rates 
remain in effect during an ap- 
peal. 
The commission’s action cli- 
maxed a year-long fight. After 
the commission fixed Bell’s rate 
at $730,000 a year on May 31, 
1951, Bell went to court and 
Marion Circuit Judge Claycombe 
granted a temporary boost June 
28, 1951, then fixed the rates 
Jan. 25, 1952. 

At that time, Claycombe en- 
joined the commission from in- 
terfering with collection of the 
court-set rates. 

The commission began hearings 
of its own last month but a 
stalemate was reached July 1, 
when the commission said the 
utility refused to proceed and 
declined to cross-examine public 
witnesses or present evidence. 

Claycombe’s rate-fixing action 
is now on appeal before the In- 
diana Supreme Court.

CHICAGO—Fifty-one per cent . 


of the total farm income in Mis- 
souri last year came from cash 
sales of cattle, hogs and sheep, 
according to a report by the Na- 
tional Livestock and Meat Board. 
In 1951 Missouri ranked fourth 
among the 48 states in the pro- 
duction of pork, sixth in the pro- 
duction of beef and ninth in the 
production of lamb. 


Cash sales of meat animals in 
Missouri last.year totaled $616.- 
001,000, approximately $1,414,000 
per day. Cattle sales were greater 
than hog or lamb sales, furnish- 
ing 49 per cent of the meat ani- 
mal income. 

The board reports that meat 
animal sales in the United States 
last year were $11,300,000,000, 
which was 34 per cent of the na- 
tion’s total farm income. Meat 
production in the United States 
this year is expected to reach 
22,500,000,000 pounds — an in- 
crease of some 600,000,000 pounds 
over the 1951 meat output. The 
1952 per capita consumption of

Oratory, Hysteria 


Demonstrations at G.O.P. Convention Not 
So Bad as Some in Past, but They Offer 
Crazy Spectacle of Silly Antics, Terrific 
Din and Goofy Costumes.

CHICAGO, July 11. 


HE millions of television viewers who jeered or cheered this 
T country’s quadrennial tribal rites of political oratory and 

planned hysteria at the Republican national convention last 
night and early this morning may eventually decide there is a better 
way to nominate a President—but it probably will take some time, 

These orgies of shouting, whistling, singing, dancing, prancing, 


tottering, 


trudging banner-carrying marchers—male and female, 


young and old—have a long tradition in our political history. 


Although they border on tem- 
porary insanity, they serve the 
purpose of arousing interest in 
the forthcoming election campaign 


and they give their demoniac par- 
ticipants something to talk about 
when they go back to their rou- 
tine of living in their home towns 
and city neighborhoods. They have 
been going on so long that a con- 
vention without them would not 
be a real convention. 

Many delegates would feel 
cheated if they could not let 
loose in a strange city. 

Din is Multiplied. 

The fearful prospect is_ that 
some evil genius will figure out 
ways to divert the magic of tele- 
vision into some diabolical ex- 
tension of these “spontaneous 
demonstrations” for a favored 
candidate. Already the pipe organ 
and the public address amplifiers 
have magnified the din far beyond 
anything known in the earlier 
days. 

But there are modern counter- 
balances, such as air-conditioned 
halls, which make it more com- 
fortable both for the marchers 
and the spectators. But air-con- 
ditioning also saves some of the 
more exuberant from collapsing. 

The. demonstrations last night 
were not.so bad as some others 
in the recent past. Either by ar- 
rangement among the candidates 
or by the presiding efficiency of 
Chairman Joseph Martin, who has 
had valuable experience for such 
things as Speaker of the House, 
they were kept within reasonable 
time periods. The Taft and the 
Sisenhower shows could have 
been kept going by more artifi- 
cial respiration for a longer time. 
The shorter Warren and Stassen 
parades were within normal limits 
and only the MacArthur finale 
was obviously synthetic. 

Caveman and Lion Head. 

The Eisenhower men had more 
marchers, more banners, louder 
noisemakers and sillier costumes 
than the Taftites. They also had 
the advantage of a professional 
leader who held forth at the pub- 
lic address mike on the speaker's 
platform. Their most valuable 
aid was the staccato, tom-tom 
beat of “We Like Ike” which 
brought forth the prehistoric re- 
actions of some of the marchers. 


This caused one observer to 
remark, “If they must go back 
to tribal customs why don’t they 
put bones through their noses.” 

There were in fact, one Eisen- 
hower caveman, attired in an ani- 
mal skin, and one hardy speciman 
who wore a lion’s head over his 
face. This head was marked 
“Columbia University,” which has 
the lion as its athletic symbol. 

Wf the millions of televiewers 
were like most of the delegates 


‘in the hall, 
left a deeper impression than the 


the demonstration 


nominating and seconding 
speeches. 

Radio and television have for- 
tunately cut down the time of 
these speeches, which, like the 
demonstrations no longer have 
any effect on the votes of the 
delegates. The formula for Eis- 
enhower and Taft was the saame— 
to have a Governor or Senator 
make the nominating speech and 
the seconding speeches by a 
woman, a veteran and a Negro. 

Dirksen Lacks Fire. 

Senator Dirksen of Illinois, in 
nominating Taft, lacked the fire 
and confidence he had shown in 
his delegate contest speech of the 
day before, probably because of 
his boner of insulting Gov. Dewey 
for his defeats in 1944 and 1948. 
Gov. McKeldin of Maryland, 
who put Eisenhower in nomina- 
tion, delivered a_ well-written 
speech in an effective manner 
that drew considerable applause. 
Senator Knowland of California 
made little impression on the 
crowd with his nominating speech 
for Gov. Warren, and Fred L. 
Coogan, an elderly, ruddy-faced 
oilman from Sayre, Okla., tried 
to be a spell-binder in his nomi- 
nation of Gen. MacArthur, but 
he lacked his candidate’s oratorial 
experience. 

The prettiest nominator was 
Mrs. C. E. (Marge) Howard of 
Excelsior, Minn., who presented 
the name of the state’s former 
Governor, Harold Stassen. She 
may have been chosen for her 
telegenic qualities. If so, tele- 
vision of national political con- 
ventions has great potentials for 
delegates and spectators alike. 
And who knows, television may 
cut short the demonstrations that 
make one wonder about human

HE Republican national convention, in a move to reform the | 
party’s governing body, voted yesterday to add about 30 Repub- | 
lican state chairmen to the membership of the national com- 


This change in party rules, approved by a 683 to 513 vote, was 
in line with the program of the Eisenhower forces to broaden the 
party’s base, make its national committee less “exclusive” and to 
increase the power of big northern states which are traditionally 


Republican in party affairs. 


The move will increase the size 
of the national committee from 
its present membership of 106 
to about 136. The committee is 
now composed of one man and 
woman from each state and from 
the five territorial possessions 
and the District of Columbia. 


While the fight over this rules 
change was not strictly along the 
lines of the Taft-Eisenhower bat- 
tle for the nomination, the result 
was generally interpreted as an- 
other victory for the Eisenhower 
forces. 

Other Major Changes. 


The convention made _ these 
other major changes in the party’s 
rules: 

1, Voted unanimously to make 
the so-called Langlie amend- 
ment, pushed through the con- 
vention Monday, a part of the 

'party’s permanent rules. The 
amendment bars contested dele- 
gates from voting on other 
contests. 

2. Killed an amendment to 

the rulés proposed by the Taft- 
controlled national committee 
which would .have barred all 
except “legal and qualified Re- 
publican voters” from partici- 
pating in the election of dele- 
gates to the 1956 convention. 
The Eisenhower forces charged 
that this amendment was aimed 
to lay the groundwork for new 
“steals” of Southern delegates 
for the next convention. 
' Th: change in rules boosting 
the size of the national committee 
will have a number of important 
effects on intra-party decisions 
and affairs. 

It will add to the national 


the party’s presidential nominee, 
has a Republican governor or has 
a majority of Republicans in its 
delegation to Congress. 

There are now twenty-five Re- 
publican governors and 
officials said about five 


states have a majority of Repub- 
licans in Congress. | 


Among the major effects of this - 


rules change will be: 

1. The power of Southern 
states in Republican affairs, 
now disproportionate to their 
contributions to the party, will 
be sharply curtailed. 

2. Most of the larger states, 
which in recent years have 
usually elected Republican state 
administrations, will gain more 
power on the national commit- 
tee. 

3. Women will lose their 
present equal voice with men 
on the national committee, since 
all of the state chairmen who 
will be added to the committee 
are men. 

South Solid Against Change. 

The Southern states lined up 
solidly against the change, includ- 
ing the Eisenhower delegates from 
Georgia, Louisiana and Texas 
who were seated Wednesday after 
the bitter contest battle. 

Women members of the na- 
tional committee and delegates 
also were divided on the rules 
change issue, with many of them 
supporting the action even though 
it ended their equality on the 
national committee. 

Arguments by Women. 

Three women delegates opposed 
increasing the size of the national 
committee, charging that the 
change would “promote inequality 
between men and women” and en- 
able larger states to dominate 
smaller states in party affairs. 

They were Mrs. Katharine Mur- 
dock, committeewoman from Penn- 
sylvania; Mrs. John E. Messervy, 
committeewoman from South 
Carolina, and Mrs. Beryl Meyers, 
delegate from Idaho.

to the subjugation of Communis 
tyranny” 

It is probable that nothing we 
could have done would have saved 
China. Gen, Wedemeyer, who 
was on the ground, has stated 
that the only hope to save China 
was the use of American troops. 
Although he favored Chiang Kai- 
shek, in his long-repressed fact- 
finding report he stated “on the 
one side is the Kuomintang (Chi- 
ang’s party) whose reactionary 
leadership, repression and cor- 
ruption have caused a loss of 
popular faith in the government.” 
Views of Wedemeyer’s Successor. 

Gen. David G. Barr, who suc- 
ceeded Wedemeyer in China, tes- 
tified that Chiang’s Nationalists 
could have defended the Yellow 
river with broomsticks if they 
had had the will to fight. He at- 
tributed the final breakdown of 
the Nationalist will to the fall of 
Mukden, in Manchuria, where 
half a million troops and tremen- 
dous quantities of ammunition 
and arms were lost. 

Saving Manchuria might have 
made it possible to save China. 
Here is where Gen. MacArthur 
comes in. Gen. Wedemeyer need- 
ed and asked Gen. MacArthur for 
American divisions from MacAr- 
thur’s surplus in Japan to assist 
in occupying Manchuria. They 
were refused although there was 
nothing except occupation duties 
for them to perform. It is, there- 
fore, not too far-fetched to blame 
MacArthur himself for condemn- 
ing “our faithful wartime ally, 
the Chinese people, to the subju- 
gation of Communist tyranny.”

and how little they mean is demonstrated by the 
civil rights plank of the 1952 Republican variety. 

This section, which Permanent Chairman 
Martin roared to adoption, along with the rest 
of the lengthy document, in less time than it 
takes to tell it, condemns bigots who inject class, 
racial and religious prejudice into public affairs 
and politics. It charges the party in power with 
duplicity and’ insincerity in racial matters. It 
asserts that the Democrats do not even intend 
to keep their civil rights promises. 

But the G.O.P. is different. It will not mis- 
lead anyone. Neither will it exploit nor attempt 
to confuse minority groups. It believes without 
equivocation that each state is primarily re- 
sponsible for ordering and controlling its own 
domestic institutions and that this right must 
be inviolate if the republic is to endure. 

Equally without equivocation, the party be- 
lieves that the Federal Government should take 
“supplemental action” within its constitutional 
jurisdiction to oppose discrimination. 

* » ” 

To prove its good faith, the G.O.P. will pay 
no attention to race or religion in making ap- 
pointments. It will take federal action against 
lynching and poll taxes and segregation in the 
District of Columbia. As for the nation at large, 
it will enact federal legislation “in the area” 
of discriminatory employment practices. But 
these efforts will not duplicate similar state 
efforts and, no matter what happens, it will not 
set up “another huge bureaucracy.” 

This plank means one thing in the North and 
another in the South, and whatever other sec- 
tions care to make of it. To head off a move 
for a plank with an uncompromising stand for 
FEPC, the platform committee put a Harlem 
delegate before the microphone to say that he 
read the words as a clear instruction to seek a 
federal employment practices commission. 

What happened in the platform committee 
was this: Some delegates were eager to have a 
plain-spoken denunciation of FEPC. Others 
wanted a strong indorsement. Steering along the 
middle ground, the platform makers were afraid 
that they would be fired on from above and 
below—from above by the Republican Senators 
and others who wanted a statement that could 
mean FEPC and no less, from below by those 
who wanted to weaken the statement further. 

Chairman Martin knew how inflamatory the 
issue was and he got the platform report off his 
hands and unanimously onto the minutes of 
the convention as soon as possible. 

* . . 

The declarations for statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska and eventually for Puerto Rico—the ter- 
ritory whose three delegates furnished priceless 
entertainment relief two nights hand running— 
are strong and sound. 

The trouble is that the 1948 G.O.P. platform 
also came out for statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska. In the interval, Republican Senator 
Butler of Nebraska has been one of the chief 
blocks. When the first admission bill was taken 
up recently it was none other than Senator Taft 
of Ohio, Mr. Republican himself, whose vote 
made the 45 to 44 division by which the meas- 
ure was sent back for strangulation in commit- 
tee. Many who voted with him were Republi- 
cans who now approve the new statehood plank. 

Foreign affairs occupies a large section and 
even the McCarthys of the party would say it 
contains a lot of their hateful doctrine. The 
section is, for the most part, carping criticism 
with little in the way of program to give it con- 
structive reality. Thus the foreign affairs plank 
condemns with impartiality both President Tru- 
man’s policy of halting Communism and his 
Administration’s alleged appeasement of Com- 
munism. 

* . ° 

One issue on which the platform should have 
wide concurrence is on corruption in Washing- 
ton, the tax scandals, loan favoritism in the RFC, 
sale of postmasterships and other malpractices 
that have come to light in recent months. 
Patently, the bitter fight between the Taft and 
Eisenhower forces, with all its name-calling and 
questioning of honesty, reduces the effective- 
ness of the corruption issue, temporarily at least. 

Does the platform favor or oppose an MVA? 
It depends on how you read these words: “We 
vigorously oppose the efforts ... to establish all- 
powerful federal socialistic valley authorities.” 

It is to be hoped that the ticket will be better 
than the platform. No presidential nominee who 
regards himself as a progressive leader will be 
content with the limits set by its compromises.

Circuit Attorney Thomas E. Dowling has of-

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Dirty Work in a Senate Committee 

Recess appointments—appointments made aft- 
er the adjournment of Congress—are seldom a 
good idea. Yet President Truman has strong 
provocation to give just such an appointment 
to Thomas C: Buchanan of Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Buchanan is an expert in utility matters. ' 


He became a commissioner of the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission in 1937 and served for 
eight years. In 1948 President Truman appointed 
him to the Federal Power Commission, where he 
has served as a strong consumers’ member. 

An instance of his public service was his lone 
dissent last year to the Phillips decision—the 
ruling through which Mon Wallgren detoured 
around President Truman’s Kerr gas grab veto. 
That act of the commission spared certain gas 
companies the “unpleasantness” of rate regula- 
tion by the Federal Power Commission. 

‘Obviously Mr. Buchanan deserved reappoint- 
ment and reappointment he received from Pres- 


ident Truman. But the Senate Commerce Com- 


mittee voted, 9 to 4, against a favorable report 
and now confirmation is stymied. The weekly

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City Workhouse, City Disgrace 


The present St. Louis Workhouse is so 
old, so overcrowded, so inadequate in every 
way to meet the difficult task that a com- 
pletely new plant is needed to replace it. 


The riots at the City Workhouse are a passing 
symptom of an ancient ill. It was 24 years ago 
that the words we have quoted above were 
written by the Missouri Welfare League. 

In the nearly quarter century that has inter- 
vened, the same old overcrowded plant has con- 
tinued to be used, and the institution has con- 
tinued to be inadequate to the important task 
of helping rehabilitate the warped lives that are 
committed to it. 

There are 563 prisoners in the workhouse, the 
proper capacity of which is 350, according to 
Warden Clarence Weismantel. Four to eight are 
jammed in each cell. An institution meant for 
violators of city ordinances—misdeameanor cases 
and first offenders—is being used for the incar- 
ceration of hardened criminals. Seventy-five per 
cent of those now there are second offenders. 

Worse than even these distressing conditions 
is the condition of hopelessness, A- prisoner has 
no one to help him plan what he is going to do 
on his release. There is no effective parole sys- 
tem to bridge the difficult transition. between 
complete imprisonment and complete freedom. 
The result is a rat race. A study by the St. Louis 
Bureau for Men nine years ago disclosed that 
the same prisoners came in and went out and 
came back again, some as many as 100 times. 

This is costly in terms of dollars and cents as 
well as in terms of the hyman lives it fails to 
keep from the junk heap. Welfare Director J. 
Glennon McKenna spoke true words when he 
said, “This riot was bound to happen sooner or 
later and I’m glad it happened now because it 
brings this situation to public attention.” 

His hope is, of course, that since it has been 
brought to public attention something will be 
done about it. But the inadequacy of the work- 
house, plant and program, was brought to public 
attention by the Missouri Welfare League report 
of 1928, and it has been brought to public atten- 
tion before and since. 

A study of the whole question of what the 
workhouse is expected to do for the community 
is evidently wanted. Then, a plant of more 
adequate size, and a program designed: to pro- 
duce correction along with punishment, are 
called for. To re-think and reconstruct the work- 
house system for the city of St. Louis is an 
urgent order of business for the City Hall, the 
courts and the social agencies. 
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Danger of Toll Road Fever 


A special legislative committee has begun a 
survey to see whether Missouri needs toll roads. 
A bill for a Kansas City-St. Louis toll highway 
was introduced in the last session, but the Legis- 
lature wisely decided to study before acting. 

The Brookings Institution recently published 
a thorough report on toll roads by Wilfred Owen 
and Charles L. Dearing. They concluded that 
toll roads might help heavily-traveled states 
which were unable to meet traffic problems with 
good free roads. But they also warned that “the 
toll road solution at best can be applied to only 
a limited mileage of roads.” 

Whether it can or should be applied to Mis- 
souri is the question before the legislative com- 
mittee led by Senator William M. Quinn of May- 
wood. Would the amount of traffic on our main 
highways justify building duplicate toll high- 
ways, and pay for them? It seems questionable. 

A toll road, financed by private bonds, costs 
more to build than a state road. Motorists of 
course pay much more to use it. Owen and 
Dearing estimate that the cost in tolls amounts 
to a gasoline tax of 15 to 22 cents a gallon. And 
with only a 3-cent gas tax Missouri has already 
embarked on an ambitious 10-year road pro- 
gram to make our highways faster and safer. 

Toll-road fever is hitting a lot of states, but 
Missouri fortunately is keeping its temperature 
down. 
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Last Chance to Register 

St. Louisans who have been watching one 
stage of the electoral process in action at Chi- 
cago should be reminded that their own role 
in the next stage may be determined this week. 

The Missouri primary election will be held 
August 5, and Saturday is the last day for regis- 
tration of voters by the St. Louis Election Board, 
208 South Twelfth boulevard. Persons not yet on 
the voting lists can get on by visiting the board 
offices between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. Friday or 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. Saturday. 

As it is a duty to vote, so is it a duty to regis- 
ter. Nobody discharges his civic obligation by 
watching a political convention over television. 
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Reply to Moscow 

The outstanding feature of the Allied reply to 
the Russian proposal for a conference on the 
future of Germany is the insistence on an inter- 
national commission to study the possibility of a 
free election in both the Western and Soviet 
zones of the country. 

Thus while Paris, London and Washington 
have given up their original demand for a 
United Nations commission, they are continuing 
in their refusal to leave the election issue ex- 
clusively to a four-power conference which might 
always be frustrated by the Russians. They are 
also saying once more that there is no point in 
discussing German reunification unless the Ger- 
mans themselves can have a free voice on wheth- 
er their country shall be reunited, and, if so, how. 

The note which has just been sent to Moscow 
proposes a preliminary meeting of representa- 
tives of the four powers to discuss the make-up 
of the proposed commission and assurances that 
it may “carry out its investigation in full free- 
dom and without interference.” This could lead 
to a repetition of the long, abortive conference 
in Paris of the deputy foreign ministers on an 
agenda for a meeting of their chiefs. Whether 
the latest diplomatic exchanges shall be more 
fruitful is now largely up to the Kremlin. 

If Russia is merely interested in trying to pre- 
vent or delay the incorporation of West Ger- 
many in the Western defensive alliance, there 
can be little hope. If on the other hand the 
Kremlin is really ready to consider the end of 
its Communist puppet regime in East Germany 
in exchange for some Western concession, then 
there is a chance for meaningful negotiations. 

That such negotiations will be held must~be 
the desire of all who want peace without ap- 
peasement. The Allied note certainly indicates 
that its authors believe they can negotiate from 
a “position of strength,” the condition which

The Republican party, in its 1952 con- 
vention, is riding the hinge of fate. What 
is happening in Chicago may determine 


‘whether the G.O.P. is to revive as a domi- 


nant political force or, torn by disunity 
and bitterness, is to go down to new defeat 
and greater disintegration. 

There are in the party the enlighten- 
ment and enthusiasm necessary for revival. 
But there are, too, the ambition and bit- 
terness that could bring self-destruction. 

Republicans are at the crossroads where 
their predecessors, the Whigs, lost them- 
selves a century ago. —. 

The parallel is strik- ua 

ing. The Whigs, Re- y 
publican conserva- 
tives of their day, 
had been buffeted 
by Jacksonian De- 
mocracy, the New 
and Fair Deal of that 
era. Dominated by 
Henry Clay, who 
kept the ultracon- 
servative flags fly- 
ing, the Whigs cap- 
tured Democratic 
conservatives, but 
the Jacksonian Dem- wi... Howard Taft 
ocrats captured pop- 7 

ular issues and popular support. 

The Whigs died—not because some 
Whigs did not understand the issues of 
the day and how to meet them, but be- 
cause the party itself ching to the past and 
sounded warnings of disaster which made 
noise but not votes. 

The Whigs gave way as the dinosaurs 
gave way, because they could not subsist 
in a changing world. Growing out of the 
Free Soil movement, with the best of the 
Whig and Federalist traditions, the Re- 
publican party was born. It grew to fill 
a void. 

It was based on high principles—opposi- 
tion to the extension of slavery, and pres- 
ervation of the Union. It stood for a 
transcontinental railway, rivers and har- 
ors development, tariff protection, indus- 
trial and agricultural expansion. It met 
the needs of its time, both in war and in 
peace. 

To those who remember only the last 20 


years, it may be surprising news that since 
1861, a period of 91 years, the Republicans 
have been out of the White House only 35 
years, have controlled the Senate all but 
29 years and the House all but 39 years. 

Only when it failed to meet timely is- 
sues and needs or when it split in bitter 
intraparty fights did the party fail of elec- 
tion. What marked those failures? 

The Democrats won the White House in 
1884, only because they carried New York 
state by a slim 1149 votes. A party fight 
lost for the Republicans. Scores of promi- 
nent Republicans opposed Blaine of Maine 
for his record as a corruptionist and friend 
of the trusts. 

The Democrats won again in 1892. That 
year the Republicans lost their liberal 
wing to Populism, which voiced the dis- 
content of the prairie states. Bitterness cut 
so deeply that the Democrats won both 
houses of Congress for the first time since 
the Civil War. 


The Democrats won In 1912. Again the 
Republicans split.- President Taft and for- 
mer President Theodore Roosevelt both 
ran and tore the party to pieces. 

The Democrats won in 1916. Here “he 
kept us out of war” was a popular slogan 
for President Wilson while many leading 
Republicans, champing at the bit for inter- 
vention, gave the G.O.P. a warlike tinge. 

The Democrats won in 1932 because 
the traditional Republican issue—that of 
domestic prosperity—failed the G.O.P. That 
year brought a new world in domestic 
policy, and 1939 a new world in interna- 
tional policy. The Republicans faltered 
in the face of these new issues. The Dem- 
ocrats met those issues and won popular 
support because -they acted—even though 
the actions were sometimes ineffective or 
precipitous. 

Since 1940 the Republicans have re- 
vived greatly. But they have not yet de- 
termined their internal struggle between 
Tories and Liberals. They have not yet 
convinced voters that they have the right 
answers to major problems. 

The party has lost when its leadership 
is locked in bitter internal struggle. The 
party has lost when it tries to turn the 
clock back. These are the lessons of his- 
tory for the G.O.P.

There are all kinds of people in the 

world and it is the considered opinion of 

the Sisters Sherkanowski that all kinds 
find their way sooner or later into rooming 

houses. The sisters know because for 12 

years they have had rooms to let, 23 of 

them most of the time and now more, for 
they have branched 
out from two to four 
rooming houses down 
Boston way. 
How did it happen? 
Helen had been a 
crack jeep driver on 
the Navy Yard piers 
and Mary had been 
a practical nurse. 
Mary had saved up 
enough to buy a pair 
of diamond earrings. 
/ She trusted Helen to 
go out and get them 
but Helen came back 
Helen Rush with a pair of 
marked -down room- 
ing houses. Mary didn’t like it but she had 
to make the best of it. Now, though, she 
agrees with Helen that keeping roomers is 
just about the most exciting and fun-pro- 
viding job in the world, packed with 
laughs, tears, suspense and romance, 


It should be mentioned in fairness to 
Helen and Mary that their rooming houses 
are and always have been strictly on the 
up-and-up, with no tolerance of shenani- 
gans that vigilance can avert.

There was always coffee 
on the stove, always an open pocketbook 
for roomers in trouble, always two big 
hearts filled with helpfulness for all kinds 
of people who came to the doors of their 
rooming houses. 


It is easy to believe Helen and Mary, 
telling of their experience, funny and trag- 
ic, that they wouldn’t give up being land- 
ladies for any other job in-the world. It 
is not to be doubted, either, that there will 
be sorrow in Boston town if ever the Sher- 
kanowski sisters take down their “Rooms 
to Let” sign.

The two great committees, the 
official authoritative organs of 
the party had, said Senator Dirk- 
sen, heard the Georgia dispute 
and they had ge 
rendered judg- 
ment.

He looked and he 
sounded, I thought, as though he 
felt there was nothing more to 
be lost by blurting out the bitter 
truth. 


So in effect he declared that 
the stakes in Georgia and Texas 
were only secondarily the con- 
tested delegates. What was really 
at stake was the control] by the 
Old Guard of the national ma- 
chinery of the party. 


By their handling of the con- 
tests and their use of television 
the Eisenhower managers suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating how 
much the central control of the 
party organization depends on 
politicians from states and terri- 
tories where the Republicans are 
not in fact a political party at all. 


An Old Skeleton. 


There has been a devastating 
exposure of an old skeleton in the 
cupboard, namely that the party 
bureaucracy and management do 
not rest on a popular basis. The 
real party strength of Taft in the 
Midwest would not have been 
nearly enough to control the 
party machinery, to enable his 
managers to choose all the ora- 
tors and the officers of the con- 
vention, and to win all the pre- 
liminary contests for delegates. 


To do that, the Taft faction 
needed the Southern states, the 
border states and the territories. 
They had to use the politicians 
who have no party behind them 
in order to defeat the politicians 
who have not only a party be- 
hind them, but a party that has 
won elections. 

This control was challenged in 
the convention and, it would now 
seem, it has been broken by a 
coalition of the Republican par- 
ties from a large number of 
states. The hard core of this co- 
alition’s strength has been in the 
industrial Northeast and on the 
Pacific Coast. Gen. Eisenhower 
has been the rallying point, rath- 
er than the organizer or leader, 
of this coalition. 
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Lippmann. 


Heirs of Willkie.

The 
Taft men are right in recogniz- 
ing the Eisenhower movement 
today as the successor and heir 
of Willkie and Dewey. They are 
very bitter about this, about what 
they hold has been the capture 
of the party by men who are not 
orthodox ‘Republicans, and they 
make much of the fact that these 
interlopers, so to speak, have all 
gone down to defeat. 

Senator Taft believes intensely 
that the reason for their defeat 
was that Willkie and Dewey did 
not offer the voters a true alter- 
native to Roosevelt and Truman, 
and that the voters were bound 
to prefer the genuine Democratic 
goods to a Republican imitation. 


This is a plausible theory and 
I can imagine circumstances in 
which it might be the true theory. 
But I do not believe the theory 
is true for the past three elec- 
tions or likely to be true for the 
coming one. It is most probably 
not true, that is to say, that a 
popular majority would have 
formed around the Republicans 
had they taken a position in for- 
eign policy which was deeply 
opposed first to the war and then 
to the cold war policies of the 
Administration—or had they in 
domestic affairs demanded the 
repeal and the dismantling of the 
New Deal. 


Can’t Carry Party. 


The strongest reason for think- 
ing that the Taft theory is not 
true lies in the fact that three 
times in succession, and now 
probably for the fourth time, Taft 
has not been able to carry his 
own party using the kind of cam- 
paign issue with which he thinks 
he could carry the country. 

After all the Republican party 
is a very big sample of the Amer- 
ican people. If Republicans do 
not in the end decide to follow 
Senator Taft, why should he sup- 
pose that he could do better with 
the independents and the dis- 
contented Democrats? , 

They are not likely to be more 
orthodoxically Republican than 
the registered Republican voters 
and the elected delegates of the 
Republican party. ‘ 


Captives of Old Guard. 


The successive defeats of Sen- 
ator Taft within the Republican 
party and the continuity of the 
elements who have 
Willkie, Dewey and Eisenhower 
is strong evidence of a movement 
within the party. The defeats of 
Willkie and Dewey might be due, 
one may suggest, not to their hav- 
ing deviated from the strictest 
Republican orthodoxy but to their 
having been unable to make that 
movement effective and convinc- 
ing because they were the cap- 
tives of the Old Guard. 

This would be the most plaus- 
ible interpretation of the Repub- 
lican party’s record if we have a 
right to assume that the party is 
not dying but is alive, and that 
for the past 12 years a new Repub- 
lican movement has been strug- 
gling to be born, that is*led by 
a rising generation of younger 
Republicans, preparing themselves 
for the day when the long period 


of the ascendency of the New 
Deal movement comes to its end. 


COLLEGE SURVEY 
FINDS MOST DRINK 
BEFORE THEY ENTER 


NEW HAVEN, Corn., July 11 
(UP)—A Yale survey revealed 
today that most students begin 
drinking beofre they enter the 
nation’s colleges and universities. 

The study showed that 80 per 


cent of the male students and 
65 per cent of the women acquire 
the drinking habit at a pre- 
college age. 

Preliminary results of the five- 
year survey were announced by 
Robert Strauss, research associate 
at Yale’s Laboratory of Applied 
Physiology, and Selden D. Bacon, 
director of the university’s Center 
of Alcohol Studies. The survey 
covered 17,000 students in 27 
colleges and universities. 

“The probability that a young 
person will drink at all,” said 
Strauss, “is closely related to the 
practices of his or her parents.” 

“Of the men whose parents 
both drink, 90 per cent are them- 
selves users. However, only half 
of the men (51 per cent) whose 
parents both abstain, drink.” 

Strauss said that where both 
parents are users, 83 per cent of 
the women drink on occasion. 
However, when both parents ab- 
stain, only 19 per cent of the 
women students drink. 

The beverage most frequently 
consumed by ‘males and females 
was beer.

ARTISTS’ GUILD EVICTS 
COMMUNITY PLAYERS 


‘Pretty Commercial Now,’ Jim 
Harmon Says of Successful 
Theater Group. 


The St. Louis Community Play- 
house, with rehearsals scheduled 
for Aug. 15, is homeless, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. Renewal 
of the playhouse lease on quarters 


in the Artists’ Guild Building, 812 
Union boulevard, has been denied 
by the guild in a dispute stem- 
ming from conflicts dating almost 
from the start of the theatrical 
organization’s separate existence 
in 1929. 

Playhouse President 
Mendle, emphasizing his group’s 
determination to carry on, “come 
hell or high water,” said he had 
been hoping the guild board of 
governors would reconsider its 
decision, announced to the play- 
house directors last Monday. 

“We had expected a chance to 
work out our difficulties,” he said. 
“Instead, we just got a blunt an- 
nouncement that we'd have to get 
out. A month’s notice is hardly 
enough time to terminate a rela- 
tionship of so many years. Be- 
cause both the guild and the play- 
house have expanding programs, 
we’re aware, of course; of the con- 
flicts over space. What we. need 
is time to find a new home.” 

Guild Head’s Statement. 

Jim Harmon, guild president, 
cited examples of the long fight 
for use of the building’s facili- 
ties. He declared he felt, more- 
over, that the playhouse was no 
longer fulfilling its function ade- 
quately as an experimental com- 
munity theater. “It’s pretty com- 
mercial now,” he said. 

He added the playhouse had de- 
clined a guild offer for continued 
use of the building provided the 
theater group became a section of 
the guild, subject to the guild 
governors’ board. In that event, 
Harmon said, plays of a more ex- 
perimental nature than last sea- 
son’s would probably be produced, 
and in a more educational, less 
commercial manner. 

The playhouse, previously a 
part of the 66-year-old guild, be- 
came a separate entity when in- 
corporated as a philanthropic or- 
ganization in 1929. Its purpose, 
in the wo s pro forma de- 
cree, is for production without 
profit of “intellectual and in- 
structive entertainment.” 

The 1951-52 playhouse offering 
included London and Broadway 
hits. Major productions, running 
for a total of about 65 nights, 
were “Skylark,” by Samson Ra- 
phaelson; “Come Back, Little She- 
ba,” by William Inge of St. Louis; 
“Night Must Fall,” by Emlyn Wil- 
liams; “The Royal Family,” by 
George S. Kaufman and Edna 
Ferber, and “Born Yesterday,” by 
Garson: Kanin. 

In between the longer runs of 
these productions were four two- 
night offerings, with three experi- 
mental one-actors” being given 
each night. 

Maggi Speer on Art and Money. 
Playhouse director Maggi 
Speer, a member of the play-read- 
ing committee having veto power, 
said the organization had chosen 
popular plays in order to make 
up its deficit and thus continue 
the more purely experimental 
work in the smaller plays. 

The fall season’s opener, for 
which performances will start 
Sept. 24, is Moss Hart’s “Light Up 
the Sky,” presented at the Amer- 
ican in 1950. : 

Now solvent and with better- 
than-ever financial backing, the 
playhouse actually made money 
during the latter part of the last 
season, Miss Speer said. 

Guild officers said playhouse 
use of the guild building had cur- 
tailed their program of illustrated 
lectures, concerts and exhibitions, 
fuller than ever before. A talk 
on good design in furniture that 
drew visitors from many colleges 
in the St. Louis region last Octo- 
ber had to be held at Washington 
> naa for this reason, they 
said. 

In addition to trying to foster 
an experimental theater section, 
the guild is organizing separate 
art, portrait and photographic sec- 
tions and is planning increased 
activities for its music and writ- 
ers’ sections, Harmon said. More 
night hours for art shows are also 
in prospect, he added.

‘Father of Year’ 


Old Army Scout, 102, Is Named 


by Marine Outfit 


He Was Kidnaped, Reared by Indians and Is 
Former Minister — Son, 24, Is 
Serving in Korea. 


VERGENNES, Vt., July 11 (AP) 
—For Joseph Griffis, 102 years 
old, recently voted “father of the 
year” by his son’s Marine outfit 


in Korea, the honor is merely a 
late climax to a fantastically ac- 
tive life. 

Griffis, who lives at the state 
hospital in nearby Waterbury, 
was chosen by comrades. of Lt. 
Joseph K. Griffis, 24, of the Ma- 
rine Ground Control Intercept 
Squadron in Korea. 

Griffis has not yet been told 
of the honor but his daughter, 
Carol, 26, Vergennes’ school 
teacher, said her father will 
“probably get a big kick out of 
it 99 


Dr. Rupert A. Chittick, super- 
intendent of the hospital, said 
Griffis is very active for his age 
and often talks about the old 
days. 

Griffis was born Feb. 28, 1850, 
in Palo Pinto, Tex. When he was 
2, he was kidnaped and adopted 
by Kiowa Indians. They brought 


him up and gave him the name 
“Tahan,” meaning fighting man. 

He lived with his adopted 
people more than 20 years, par- 
ticipating in raids against white 
settlements, acts for which he was 
later pardoned by President 
Grover Cleveland. 

For a time, he served as an 
Army scout at Fort Gibson, Tex., 
and then, after learning to speak 
English, he became a minister. 
He was credited with building 
one of the first churches in the 
Oklahoma territory. 

Griffis recalls an early mar- 
riage to an Indian woman and 
the birth of a son, who would now 
be 82. He lost track of the 
youngster, he said, because the 
boy did not like living with white 
people. 

In 1924, when he was 74, Grif- 
fis married Mildred Taber, as- 
sistant postmistress of Vergennes. 
The couple had three children, 
Diana, Joseph and Carol, 20. His 
wife’ and daughters still live in 
Vergennes.

Then Wendell L, Willkie, a politi- 
cal newcomer and outsider, as is 
Gen. Eisenhower, was nominated 
by the East-West coast inter- 
nationalist, moderately progres- 
Sive party’ axis, which was linked 
literally four years ago in the 
ticket of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York and Gov. Earl War- 
ren of California. 

That East-West coast combina- 
tion was responsible for the two 
successive nominations of Gov. 
Dewey, who has occupied so pot- 
ent a role behind the scenes at 
this convention in Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s behalf. — 

Senator Taft, It may be re- 
called, was a candidate in 1940 
and again in 1948, as this year. 
In 1944 he stepped aside for Gov. 
John W, Bricker of his state, now 
Senator, the unsuccessful mid- 
western Old Guard candidate who 
was given second place that year 
on the ticket. 


Old Guard Lives On. 


The elation of party moderates 
over the convention defeat of 
the Old Guard must be tempered. 

The Old Guard is not dead, 
not by any means. While it has 
lost the last four conventions to 
the moderates, it has won in every 
Congress. This apparent paradox 
is because of the seniority rule. 
Through long tenure in Congress 
due to the Republican complex- 
ion of the Midwest, its members 


move up to key posts in the na-| pl 


tional legislative body just as do 
Southerners in the Democratic 
party, and so exercise dominant 
control. 

Senator Taft rules the roost in 
Congress, and will continue to do 
SO. 

That will be a problem that 
Gen. Eisenhower must face even- 
tually if he is elected. It is not 
worth speculation now. But, for 
the immediate present and in 
the months of the campaign 
ahead, the general also will have 
his “Taft problem,” for that still 
very influential wing of the party 
will press him constantly to trim 
his course toward the still large 
body of Republicans it represents. 

In meeting this problem the 
general obviously must turn to 
the public, which was aroused to 
win the nomination for him. 

For this the Taft forces, them- 
selves, unwittingly prepared the 
way by overreaching themselves 
in the convention. 

With their backs to the wall, 
the Old Guard resorted to ruth- 
less tactics which, due to circum-

TAIPEH, Formosa (UP) — 
Shanghai, once the busiest and 
gayest city of the Far East, has 
turned into a “ghost city” of 6.- 
000,000 rice-hungry souls under 
Communist rule; a refugee house- 
wife said on arrival here. 

The housewife, who refused to 
let her name be used or to tell 
how she escaped, said Shanghai 
is now silent and sorrowful, its 
docks empty of ships and junks.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP)—Mis- 
souri Legislators were told Thurs- 
day studies already are underway 
on the possibility of building a 


toll road from Tulsa, Okla., to 
the Missouri state line. 

W. D. Hoback, chief engineer 
of the Oklahoma turnpike author- 
ity, said preliminary work is 
being done on the proposal but it 
is still a long way from a deci- 
sion. 

He and M. L. Cline, comptrol- 
ler for, the Oklahoma authority, 
agreed the Oklahoma project 
might be speeded up if Missouri 
decided to build a toll road from 
St. Louis southwest across the 
state, paralleling U. S. Route 66. . 
Hoback gave a special legisla- 
tive committee a brief survey of 
the Oklahoma City-Tulsa turn- 
pike now being built. He said 
the 88-mile toll road is sche- 
duled for completion by next 
January, when an estimated 2800 
vehicles a day are expected to 
use it. The route parallels the 
present U.S. Route 66. It is ex- 
pected to save 65 minutes travel 
time between the two cities. 
The road is being built with 
money from revenue bond issues 
totaling $38,000,000. It was au- 
thorized by an act passed by the 
1947 session of the Oklahoma 
Legislature. 

R. N. Bergendoff, Kansas City 
consulting engineer, told the com- 
mittee amy Missouri toll roads 
would have to be planned as a 
section of a transcontinental sys- © 
tem, not merely local. 

If Missouri neglects to plan. 
ahead, Bergendoff said, the state 
might be bypassed on transcon- 
tinental turnpikes. Bergendoff’s 
firm has supervised planning of 
many eastern turnpikes. | 

“People are willing to pay for 
operating on a good road,” the . 
engineer said. He said prelimin- 
ary traffic estimates for all toll 
roads have proved far below the 
actual amount of vehicwar travel. 

Senator William M™. Quinn 
(Dem.), Maywood, is chairman of 
the special House-Senate com- 
mittee which started hearings 
Wednesday. He brought out in 
questions that the Oklahoma 
turnpike authority is entirely sep- 
arate from the State Highway De- 
partment, The department, how- 
ever, has veto power over the 
route. 

Cline said there had been no 
serious conflicts between the au- 
thority und the Highway Depart- - 
ment.

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SURVEY OF STARS 
SHOWS NUMEROUS 
DISTANT NEBULAE 


They Form Into Clusters, 
of Which Nearly 1000 
Have Been Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Astrono- 
mers may be about to “uncover a 
new general rule” of nature. 

This prospect was suggested by 
the National Geographic Society 
in a progress report on the sky 
survey it is making at the Palo- 
mar Observatory. 

Space explorers on the Califor- 
nia mountaintop are photograph- 
ing all objects visible through the 
Palomar telescopes out to an av- 
erage distance of 2000: billion bil- 
lion miles. Safd the Geographic: 

“Discoveries of new stars and 
systems of stars are unveiling a 
vista as exciting. as if Columbus. 
had retired. to Spain in 1493 | 
with aerial photographs of all of | 
North America. 

“In the distant depths of the 
universe, the sky survey is finding 
new nebulae, vast aggregations of 
stars like the great flat Milky 
Way of our own sun and solar 
system. 

“These distant nebulae have a 
tendency to form into clusters 
and already the sky survey has 
revealed nearly 1000 such clusters. 
Only about three dozen, scattered 
in different parts of the sky, were 
known previously. 

“Not only are clusters of these | 


star systems being discovered, but | 
the Palomar sky explorers are be- | 


ginning to suspect that there may 
be clusters of clusters. 
“So many large groupings of 


galaxies have been found that | 


astronomers are trying to discover 
if all nebulae belong to clusters, 
and clusters, in turn, to even 
larger gatherings. 

“If this should be the case, the 
sky survey may uncover a new 


general rule of nature — stars | 


banding together to form nebu- 
lae, the nebulae in turn assem- 
bling into clusters, and these 
combining into still vaster 
groups.”

paper Guild said in a resolution 
adopted yesterday. 

Oatis, an Associated Press cor- 
respondent, has been imprisoned 
for more than a year. The Guild 
resolution said he :was jailed be- 
cause his “zeal for gathering and 
reporting news honestly and fac- 
tually” was opposed by “the forces 
which fear a free press.” 

After the first hot debate of 
the convention, delegates ap- 
proved new procedures . which 
would allow the international of- 
ficers to take over administration 
of locals when other means of 
keeping them from serious diffi- 
culties fail.

: T HE team of Spencer Tracy, Katharine Hepburn, Writers 


Ruth Gordon and Garson Kanin, and Director George 
Cukor, who turned out that choice comedy, “Adam’s Rib,” 
have come up with another, “PAT AND MIKE,” which, while 
not as downright funny as the first, is con- 
sistently amusing and intriguing. It opens 

tomorrow at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 
Katy plays a physical education instruc- 
tress at a California college, whose natural 
genius at golf in a national women’s teurna- 
ment attracts a low Broadway character, Mr. 
Tracy, who is a manager and promoter. Fail- 
ingto fix her for the tournament, he finds she is also a 
whiz at tennis and basketball, and takes her over as one 
of the stars of his stable, which include a heavyweight boxer 
and a racehorse, and makes a top money-maker out of her 

in the exhibition sports line. . 

Her only weakness is a tendency to fall apart whenever 
her fiance, (William Ching) a college official who likes to 
dominate, shows up on the scene as a spectator. Mr. Tracy's 
only admiration of her has been expressed in the observation 
that there is not much meat on her, but what there is, is 
choice, in which he sounded more nearly the appreciation of 
a good judge of horseflesh than of a romantic swain. It is 
only when she rescues him with nonchalant judo from a 
beating by some thuggish partners who can't understand 
why she won't be fixed in a golf tournament, that love 
blossoms within his loudly-checked chest, and he decides to 
marry her, for protection, I suppose. 

This has all been approached with great comic relish. 
Miss Hepburn is the assertive lady, carrying herself with 
Bryn Mawrish elegance through a world of strange characters.

Aldo 
Ray is a deft caricature of a dumb and atavistic specimen of 
heavyweight, bullied by his manager, hurt because not enough 
attention is paid to him, and punished by withdrawal of his 
comic books. The racketeer types are created with tongue 
in cheek. There are some diverting lines sprinkled through 
it, and the re-enactment in a police station of the big rescue 
scene, with honors going to the distaff side, is pretty hilarious. 
This may be machine-made comedy, but it has a professional 
smoothness and polish.

Last Year's Weather 


By Christopher Billopp 


AST year’s weather may have been hotter or colder than 
[ine average. Or it may have been drier or wetter. By now 
that is a matter of memory. 

But memory may be short or long. Therefore, while one 
person remembers that last summer’s weather was hotter than 
the average, another may recall that it was colder. 

Or, when one person is reminded of how damp it was 
and how mold got on all the books in the library, the other 
person will have no such recollection. On the contrary, that 
person will remember only that the water got so far below 
the reservoir dam that nobody was allowed to water the grass. 

Obviously, where so wide a difference shows up both 
persons cannot be right. Usually, such conflicts in memory 
occur when only two persons are present and there is no 
third person to ast as arbiter. Very likely the controversy 
occurs after 9:30 p.m., when it is too late to call up a friend 
to act as judge. 

The average household does not contain a record of last 
year’s weather. Therefore, the only practical means of settling 
the argument is for each person to convince the other that he 
or she is the less accurate. 


This cannot be done without indulging in personalities. 
The contention will be made that a person’s memory of last

NEW YORK, July 11. 
RS. JEANNE OWEN, author 
M-: “A Wine Lover’s Cook 
Book” and executive secretary 
of the internationally famous 
Wine and Food Society, Inc., of 
New York, shudders wien she 
thinks that there was once a 


snobbish period when women con-— 


sidered it smart to boast, “I never 
enter my kitchen.” 

“Cooking,” says Mrs. Owen, 
“has been the hobby of kings, 
queens, picturesque ladies of the 
court, and of the great in genius. 
A historical note tells us that 
Madame de Pompadour tucked 
the lace ruffles into her sleeves 
and went to town on no less than 
12 culinary specialties of ‘her own, 
merely to add to her list of ac- 
complishments. 

“And today, women—and men 
and boys, too—are again taking 
pride in an ability to cook. Amer- 
ica is undergoing a gastronomic 
rebirth. More and more people 
are cooking, not just to fill their 
stomachs, but for fun and glory. 
And they are discovering, more 
and more, how to use wine in the 
kitchen and how comparatively 
inexpensive and surprisingly sim- 
ple it-is to make and serve such 
wonderful dishes as Filet of Beef 
Stroganoff, Coquilles Saint 
Jacques, Chroucroute Alsacienne 
and Le Coq au Vin.” 

Described by an officer of a 
wine importers organization as 
the ‘“‘“one woman in America who 
really knows wine,” Mre. Owen 
has included in “A Wine Lover's 
Cook Book” (published by M. Bar- 
rows & Co., Inc.) recipes she 
learned here in America in the 
kitchen of her French-born moth- 
er; others that were taught to her 
by her French mother-in-law in 
the great cuisine of the chateau 
in the Pyrenees to which she was 
taken as a young bride; others she 
created herself in later years after 
she returned to America and a 
home of her own with a great, 
roomy, modern kitchen. Still oth- 
ers she has created in recent 
vears in what she calls “the Kitch- 
en Queen’s modern torture cham- 
ber” — the kitchenette of the 
small, attractive New York apart- 
ment, where she, now widowed, 
lives alone. 

“Both my mother, who came 
from Provence, and my father, 
who came from Normandy, appre- 
ciated good cooking,” Mrs. Owen 
says, “and I learned how to cook 
as soon as I was tall enough to 
reach the top of the stove. Then 
at 17, I married a Frenchman 
and went abroad to live with his 
parents for seven years. 

“It was my mother-in-law’s idea 
that I learn to cook and keep 
house in the French manner bv 
actually doing the cooking ‘and 
the housekeeping. On alternate 
months the entire menage was 
turned over to me, I did every- 
thing including the marketing and 
the preparation of the food. 

“It was wonderful training. I 
learned a great deal about food 
and wine. But I am still learning. 
I try to learn something new 
every day by experimenting with

““A Wine Lover’s Cook Book” she 
has included such recipes as 
Chicken Saute a l’Italienne, a dish

NTENSE as was her interest in 
cooking, Mrs. Owen regarded it 
as only a hobby until a few 
years ago. Upon her return to 
America she led an even busier 
life than she had known in 
France. Besides rearing a son, she 
did radio work in the dramatic 
unit of NBC for some 10 years. 
Finally her reputation as a cook, 


built on the praise of small and 


favored groups of friends for 
whom she prepared unusual din- 
ners, reached the ears of maga- 
zine editors. Soon she was writing 
articles on cookery and wine for 
such publications as-Vogue, House 
and Garden and House Beautiful. 
Now as executive secretary of the 
Wine and Food Society, Inc., of 
New York, she is known to chefs, 
restaurateurs and wine and food 
importers as one of the few 
women in America deserving of 
the title “gourmet.”

Designing Woman 


Easy-to-Make Bedspread 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


ODAY’S favorite tailored bed- 
Li spread fits the bed like the 

cover of a piece of uphol- 
stered furniture, but it’s easy to 
make. 

Its only trimming is neat welt- 
ing, the kind used on upholstered 
furniture, and kick pleats at each 
corner of the end of the bed. 

The top of the spread is a 
single piece of fabric, outlined 
by the welting at the end as well 
as at the sides. To it is joined 
a narrower strip to reach to the 
floor. 

To make sure the spread will 
be the right size, measure the 
bed while the bedding is on it. 
Start at the headboard, measure 
the length of the bed and down 
to the floor. Start at the floor 
at the side of the bed, measure 
across and to the floor again. 

To the length of both the top 
and drop piece, add 34 inches if 
the spread is to cover a pillow 
or pillows. Add another 34 inches 
to the drop. piece to make the 
kick pleats. 

The welting is made by cutting 
bias strips of the bedspread fabric 
and using it to cover cord that is 
made for weltings.

However eager your camera en- 
thusiast may be, take time out to 
tidy your hair, neaten your lipline 
and take the shine off your nose 
before you pose, Don’t let yourself 
be rushed; make sure you look 
vour slickest.

GEORGE ALFRED certainly showed a lack of responsibil- 
ity.. His small brother, aged 6, showed a feeling for it and 
could be trusted to carry out tasks where George Alfred failed. 
But their mother felt that the older boy’s age eounted heavily 
in the matter. I have not found that a child’s age had much 
to do with his feeling for responsibility. It is likely to be an 
inherent quality of character rather than an acquirement. That 
must be taken into consideration in training the children to 
carry responsibility. Some carry it as a matter of course, some 
have to acquire it slowly and painfully by repeated experiences. 

The forgetful child needs help. In sending him on an 
. errand, when giving him instruction regarding a task, talk 
slowly, in‘ short phases;, use no unnecessary words. Have him 
repeat the instruction to make certain he understands. Often 
words are but sounds in the ears of such children,

WHEN SENDING HIM on an errand, something in his 
hand that reminds him of his duty will help. A basket, pail 
or container will carry a forgetful child to his destination in 
spite of distractions by the way. A note to deliver, by hand 
(not in his pocket), helps in more ways than one. Forgetful 
children are often shy, which might account for some of the 
forgetfulness, and a note or a package to be delivered seems 
to shield them from the personal contacts they dread. 

The forgetful, or neglectful, child needs careful atten- 
tion. Make certain his physical condition is as perfect as pos- 
sible. Try to keep him happy by words of encouragement and, 
when possible, praise. Begin by giving him simple errands 
that can be accomplished promptly, at once. When he does 
well, lengthen the distance traveled, but keep the situation 
simple by avoiding such complications as an order for the 
groceryman and a message for Aunt Tilly. One idea, one task, 
clear-cut in the mind, is best. Experience often repeated will 
tell. His age does not help much beyond allowing time for 
_ repeated experience to ripen.

éé HIS word “empiric,” which 
T is being worked so hard 
today,” writes one of our 
readers, “is it connected in orgin 
with ‘empire’?” 

The adjective “empirical” is 
used in reference to experiment 
or trial, as this yields experience. 
Essentially a philosophical term, 
it has come more or less into 
common use, as for example in 
allusion to the empirical treat- 
ment of a certain ailment. Here it 
goes back to its roots, because 
in ancient Greece physicians 
founding their practfce on knowl- 
edge gained by experience re- 
ferred to themselves as “em- 
pirics.” However, the term has 
been heard recently even in rela- 
tion to affairs in Korea, the im- 
plications here being that they 
were being conducted without 
policy or plan, strictly on an 
“empirical” basis. Where criti- 
cism is implied, it is in allusion 
to the sense of trial and error. 


This word comes from the 
Latin “empiricus,” out of the 
Greek term composed of “in” and 
“trial,” yielding “enpeiros” which 
is skilled. 

“Empire” is a different. word 
entirely. It comes from the Latin 
“imperium,” a command, whence 
comes the supreme power, the 
sovereignty of “empire”; thus the 
power of the “emperor” stems 
from “imperare” to command.

Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo as 
soloist. Thereafter for several 
years her time was divided be- 
tween that organization and the 
New York stage where she was 
featured ballerina in “Day Before 
Spring” and “The Chocolate Sol- 
dier.” In 1947 she returned to 
Ballet Russe with full title of bal- 
lerina to dance leading roles in 
the classical repertoire. 

“Ballet was my real true love,” 
she said. “But it must be that if 
you are to make a success of it. 
There can be no half-hearted bal- 
lerinas. 

“You have to build your whole 
life around it. From the moment 
you get up in the morning you 
have to consider your schedule, 
what you will eat, when you will 
exercise, when you will rest. You 
have to eat scientifically, choos- 
ing foods that will build strength 
and not fat. 

“You eat a heavy meal at noon 
and a ‘light snack before the per- 
formance. But an hour before 
you go on you have to start warm- 
ing up. It would be just as bad 
for a dancer to go on stage with- 
out that as it would be for a 
pitcher to enter a ball game with- 
out a warm-up. It could be dis- 
astrous.” 


The demands of her career have 
left no room in Mary Ellen’s life 
for romance. 


“Someday, though,” she laughed, 
I'll have to make that decision. 
It’s hard on someone as domestic 
as Iam. I love to cook and keep 
house and if I don’t have time to 
get together an entire meal, I will 
whip up a fancy dessert.” 


She rarely has time for a vaca- 
tion, and when she does, she usu- 
ally spends it working. In 1949, a 
year before she joined Ballet The- 
ater for its European tour, she 
spent nearly three months in 
France studying with teachers 
from Russia’s famed Imperial Bal- 
let. Last winter she arranged her 
schedule to include a two-week 
vaeation in Florida. After a few 
days on the beach—she had to 
go out at 5 a.m. to avoid the burn- 
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ing sunrays—she tired of loafing 
and resumed ballet exercises in 
her apartment and dancing in her 
bare feet. 

That’s because for 21 years bal- 
let has been her life. She took 
acrobatic and tap dancing—and 
she believes every young dancer 
should do so—but she hated them 
both. 

“I suppose it was for the same 
reason that I dislike modern art 
and modern music,” she said. “I 
just prefer the classical. 

“And do you know, even 
though America has made a great 
contribution with its modern bal- 
let, the audiences seem to love 
the classicak numbers. Our  na- 
tional ballet is so new that most 
of the ballet we know has come 
to us from Europe and Russia. 
Now, after the war years when 
each national ballet was isolated, 
we are exchanging ideas and we 
will all profit from it. It will be 
very good for all concerned.” 
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ARY ELLEN counts as her 

biggest break a letter from a 

distant relative in New York 
offering to give her a home while 
She studied at e School of 
American Ballet. She and her 
mother and younger brother, now 
Army Lt. Daniel Moylan, were in: 
St. Petersburg, but without a 
qualm the 13-year-old girl turned 
in her schoolbooks and toak the 
next train north. 

“If I had to make that deci- 
sion again,” said her mother, “I 
don’t believe I could let her go, 
but I’m glad I did. She was so 
young, but she was always level- 
headed and I trusted her implic- 
itly. She went on the train 
alone, joined her relative on 
186th street and went downtown 
to the school alone every day.” 

Now her mother, who teaches 
the third grade on Long Island, 
keeps an apartment where Mary 
Ellen can be at home whenever 
her busy schedule permits.

Nothing is 
counted for the singleton heart 
or for the doubleton diamond, 
and nothing should be counted— 
this hand cannot win a trick in 
hearts or diamonds.

A group of sensible hus- 
bands, realizing a turning worm 
gets nowhere but does thereby 
gain some exercise, have band- 
ed together in a kind of a 
worm-of-the-month club.

The club 
crest is a small worm squirming 
backward and forward at the 
same time without progress un- 
der a woman’s high heel.

But how this was to 
be done was not revealed by 
either of these two speakers. 

The people of the United 
States who, according to the 
former President, will be re- 
stored to freedom by a Republi- 
can party victory, will try to 
use that freedom a little ahead 
of time by making whatever 
decision seems to them wisest 
in November.
